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This is a decision on applicants' "Renewed Request Under 37 CFR 1.42" filed 10 
April 2002. 



On 11 January 2002, a decision dismissing applicants' request under 37 CFR 
1.42 was mailed because the declaration submitted on 16 October 2001 did not comply 
with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .497. 

On 10 April 2002, applicants submitted the instant renewed request which was 
accompanied by, inter alia, an executed declaration and a one-month extension with 
accompanying $1 10.00 extension fee. 



As stated in the 1 1 January 2002 decision, the legal representative of the 
deceased co-inventor is the Canada Trust Company. Therefore, the citizenship, 
residence and mailing address of the Canada Trust Company are required on the 
declaration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.497(b)(2). In addition, section 605.01 of the Manual 
of Patent Examining Procedure states that "[w]here an applicant is not a citizen of any 
country, a statement to this effect is accepted as satisfying the statutory requirement." 

It was also noted in the prior decision that the citizenship of the deceased co- 
inventor, I. Alick Paterson is listed as the United Kingdom on the 30 April 2001 
declaration, while the citizenship of the deceased co-inventor is listed as Canadian in 
the declaration submitted on 16 October 2001 . 
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In the instant renewed petition, applicants have submitted a new declaration 
complying with all of the requirements of 37 CFR 1.497(a) and (b). The citizenship of 
the legal representative, the Canada Trust Company is indicated as "no citizenship" 
which meets the requirements of the MPEP. Both the residence and mailing address of 
the Canada Trust Company are listed on the declaration. Finally, the citizenship of I. 
Alick Paterson is listed as the United Kingdom. 

This declaration complies with 37 CFR 1.497(a) and (b). 



The papers filed under 37 CFR 1 .42 are ACCEPTED . 

Applicants have completed the requirements for acceptance under 35 U.S.C. 
371(c). The application has an international filing date of 13 January 1999 under 35 
U.S.C. 363, and a 35 U.S.C. 371 date of 10 April 2002.
